Prospects for the 
clash were heightened as 12,000 of 
the Black Empire's crack infan¬ 
try, cavalry and anti-aircraft 
troops left Harar for the south¬ 
ern front—ostensibly to meet ths 
invaders. 

In Addis Ababa, Emperor Haile 
Selassie reviewed new forces of 
war-maddened tribesmen on their 
way to the battle scene. 

Count Luigi Vinci-Gigliucci, 
Italian minister in Addis Ababa, 
agreed at last to leave the cap¬ 
ital. 

From Harar came a report that 
four Italian bombing planes had 
dropped more than 200 bombs on 
Gabradarre.

SOMALILAND ARMY 
MOVES TOWARD HARAR 

ROME, Oct. 25. (Ah—Italy’s 
Somaliland army was announced 
today to be moving forward up 
the Webbe-Shibeli valley in the di¬ 
rection of Harar, Ethiopia. 

I An official commuique an¬ 
nounced the capture of two addi¬ 
tional villages in the Sciavali re¬ 
gion, Callafo and Celedi taken 
Oct. 20 and 21 following the fall 
of Dagnerrei. 

The communique said that aft¬ 
er the Italian forces had moved 
into Callafo, several tribal chiefs 
presented themselves to the Ital¬ 
ian commander to make acts of 
submission, while 500 Ethiopian 
rifles were captured in the opera¬ 
tion. 

The communique tated that the 
Eritrean front was quiet except 
for the gradual infiltration of 
Italian advance guards into scat¬ 
tered districts of Tigre province. 
No resistance, it was stated, is 
being offered by the Ethiopian 
troops.

, a anta Ana police today were 
seaichlng for a daring bandit who 
at 9:55 o’clock last night held up 
and robbed Herman W. Goodwin. 
522 East Chestnut street, of $15 
as he walked along Broadway di¬ 
rectly in front of the alley which 
runs between the courthouse and 
the hall of records. 

The streets were lined with 
many parked cars, and Inside the 
courthouse the Santa Ana Com¬ 
munity Players were playing to an 
audience of more than 100 persons. 
Less than 50 yards from the scene 
is the office of the California 
Highway Patrol where an officer 
was on duty. 

Mr. Goodwin told officers that 
a man stepped out of the alley, 
jammed a 45 caliber automatic 
pistol against his ribs, and said, 
"Hand over your money ” Mr. 
Goodwin gave the bandit his bill¬ 
fold which contained $15. As the 
bandit disappeared around a near¬ 
by comer. Mr. Goodwin ran to the 
Y. M. C. A. building where he 
telephoned police. 

Mr Goodwin told officers that 
the bandit was approximately six 
feet tall and weighed about 170 or 
180 pounds. He was dressed in a 
gray suit, gray hat, blue shirt, 
was wearing white shoes and gold 
rimmed glasses, and had a grey 
mustache.

Six more Orange county proj¬ 
ects of the Works Progress ad¬ 
ministration received official ap¬ 
proval at Washington today.

to start a backfire in an effort 
to halt the flames at the crest 
of Corral canyon, southwest of 
the lake district. 

The fire raged at the head of 
Corral canyon, nine and one-half 
miles inland from the ocean, and 
extended to within three miles of 
the colony of movie homes at the 
lake. 

While county forestry depart¬ 
ment officials aaid they could not 
accurately estimate the damage to 
the whole of the Malibu district 
from the fire, it was pointed out 
that land swept over by the 
flames on a 10-mile front ranged 
from $150 an acre for agricultural 
property, to more than $1,000 an 
acre for restricted homesites. 

Slide Hazard 

Potential damage from soil ero¬ 
sion will be great, authorities said, 
and the hazard of slides along the 
Roosevelt highway from Santa 
Monica to Oxnard will be appar¬ 
ent with the first heavy rains of 
the winter. This area of the high¬ 
way is blocked by slides after 
rains every winter. 

Concern for the safety of the 
palatial residences of Hollywood 
film players along the Malibu 
strand was relieved today when 
the flames had been beaten back 
after a fight of several hours by 
a large force of workers. 

Another film settlement, at 
Malibu La Costa, faces a water 
shortage, however, as the flames 
today leaped high up along Mali¬ 
bu creek and swept over the 
Malibu dam pump house that 
supplies water for the settlement. 
Pumps were put out of commis¬ 
sion. 

Injuries Mounting 

There have been no casualties 
directly attributable to the fires 
but Robert De Wire of the Al¬ 
hambra Red Cross, in charge of 
the emergency hospital in Corral 
canyon, said at least 10 men an 
hour were being taken from the 
fire lines, overcome from smoke 
or suffering from minor bums. 

Richard Hume, Venice busi¬ 
ness man, died from a heart at¬ 
tack this morning while watch¬ 
ing the fire in Las Flores can¬ 
yon. 

J. R. Wimmer of the county 
forestry department, said the work 
of re-seeding the burned over area 
from Rubio canyon to La Canada 
probably would be started early 
next week. Mustard seed has 
been ordered and the United States 
forest service and the county de¬ 
partment will cooperate in the 
planting, some of which may be 
dropped from airplanes, but most 
of which will be by hand. 

By re-seeding and the construc¬ 
tion of additional debris basins, 
authorities hope to avert much of 
the danger to the northern foothill 
area from heavy winter rains. 

Prominent members of the 
movie colony who have homes on 
the beach watched the battle to¬ 
day. John Boles, Edmund Lowe, 
Myrna Loy, Leatrice Joy, David 
Butler, Jack Warner and many 
others cheered lustily when a 
back-fire device proved successful. 

Five hundred workers set the 
counter-blaze going just across the 
coast highway which divides the 
beach resort from a tip of the 
Malibu foothill section. 

The picturesque Thompson 
ranch, background of many motion 
pictures and recently a "location” 
site for the company making

away, DeMille sent a force of men 
to the place to remove furnishings, 
books, art treasurers and many 
motion picture film prints.

Referring to the Italo-Ethiopian 
crisis, the speech said: "The crit¬ 
ical situation which has unhappily 
arises between Italy and Ethiopia 
has aroused my gravest concern. 

Exerted Themselves 
“From the moment that dispute 
occurred between the two coun¬ 
tries my government have exert¬ 
ed themselves to the utmost, both 
individually and in cooperation 
with other states, members of the 
League of Nations, to promote a 
peaceful settlement. 

“To my regret, these persistent 
endeavors did not avail to prevent 
a resource to force, and my gov¬ 
ernment have loyally supported the 
efforts of the League of Nations 
with a view to restoration of peace 
and achievement of an equitable 
settlement in the spirit of the cov¬ 
enant." 


ITALIAN MINISTER 
HILL LEAVE CAPITAL 

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 25. UP)— 
Count Luigi Vinci-Gigliucci, the 
Italian minister to Ethiopia, 
agreed today to leave the country 
peacefully tomorrow—15 days aft¬ 
er Emperor Haile Selassie had 
sent him his passports and asked 
him to leave within 48 hours.

peror Haile Selassie, rode trimum- 
phantly into the capital today at 
the head of an army. 

Riding with dash and abandon, 
the 1000 shrieking Kaffa tribal 
warriors rushed in review past the 
King of Kings, who stood admir¬ 
ingly on a balcony of his palace, 
apparently more confident in the 
strength of his armies than at 
any time since the undeclared war 
with Italy began. 

Emperor Haile Selassie also re¬ 
viewed 10,000 Galla sworsmen un- 
ded Dedjezmatch Aptemariam 
Gabregziaher. 

“O emperor, give us modern ri¬ 
fles so that we may slaughter 
our enemies,” shouted the war¬ 
riors, throwing down their flint¬ 
locks and blunderbusses before the 
Lion of Judah. 

Other warriors prrformed grim 
African war dances, brandishing 
swords and daggers at imaginary 
enemies in terrifying fashion.

Padraic Colum called Auslander 
"a troubadour who has slipped 
into the New World.” He is a 
singer who has not forgotten the 
old songs, but who can also hear 
the music of the modem world. 

ROLL RIVER, by James Boyd. 

In this novel James Boyd de¬ 
parts from the historic America 
which he has described in his 
earlier books. He writes as con¬ 
vincingly of today and yesterday. 

"Roll River” begins in the 
1880's. The scene is Midian, a 
Pennsylvania city on the banks 
of a great river. The characters 
belong to the “old families" of the 
town. They are well-to-do, con¬ 
servative, hard workers, hearty 
livers, lovers of good horses and 
healthy outdoor life, and jealous 
of the integrity of their social 
life. 


Corn and Hog Growers 
Vote Tomorrow on 
Program's Future 


By WILLIAM S. WHITE 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. UP)— 
The administration is "going to 
the country” tomorrow in a na¬ 
tion-wide referendum to determine 
whether corn and hog growers 
want continued the adjustment 
program for those commodities. 

An adverse vote, officials say. 
would throw production wide open. 

Unlike other major crops, corn 
and hogs are grown so widely that 
elections will be held in every state 
In the union. Farmers who have 1 
rot participated in the adjustment 
program will be eligible to vote j 
along with the contract-signers. 
Government sources estimate there I 
are more than 4,500,000 com and | 
hog growers in the country and , 
that more than 3,000.000 of these | 
are engaged in production on a 
commercial scale. 

Fear Huge Production 

The referendum attended as it is 
by European war scares and the 
emerging prospect of coincident 
great new foreign markets, is 
frankly regarded by AAA execu¬ 
tives as the most crucial they ever 
have held, on the theory that if 
farmers ever are likely to demand 
heavier production this is the time. 

Both Secretary Wallace and 
AAA Administrator Davis, how¬ 
ever, have publicly exhibited con¬ 
cern lest farmers seek again the 
huge production of the World war 
days—a production which Davis 
says brought a “moment of false 
prosperity and then brought 1921 
and the long ghost march of the 
years that led up to the dark days 
of 1932 and 1933.” 

By Secret Ballot 

This election, upon which de¬ 
pends the future of a program 
that has poured more than $300,- 
000,000 into farmers’ pockets in 
rental and benefit payments, will 
be conducted by secret ballot, not 
to be signed by the voter. He will 
be asked to answer yes or no to 
the question—"Do you favor a 
corn-hog adjustment program to 
follow the 1935 program which ex¬ 
pires Nov. 30, 1935?” — and to 
signify whether he is a cooperat¬ 
ing grower. Polling places, to be 
established at community centers, 
will be open from 8 a. m. to 10 
p. m. 

Hundreds of thousands of leaf¬ 
lets entitled, "Shall corn-hog ad¬ 
justment continue?” are being dis¬ 
tributed. These leaflets bear a 
table saying corn was 32 cents a 
bushel in 1932-33, and 82 cents a 
bushel in 1934-35: that hogs were 
$3.36 per hundred pounds in 1932- 
33,- and $7.10 per hundred pounds 
in 1934-35.

For almost four hours each day, 
the blond, hazel-eyed daughters 
of Mr. and Mrs. Carl A. Mor¬ 
lok are attending their first kin¬ 
dergarten course. Their names are 
Edna A., Sarah B., Wilma C. and 
Helen D. 

The parents have been asked to 
allow screen tests of the children 
but have refused. Mrs. Morlok 
is firm in her insistence their fame 
shall not be commercialized and 
Papa Carl backs her up. 

“If the children ever want to 
go on the stage, they can do so 
when they are old erfough to make 
their own choice,” Mrs. Morlok 
explains. “Right now, it’s hard 
enough for us to let them go 
around the corner to school.” 

The ABCD Babies 

To the mother, who has had 
them constantly at her side since 
they were born in Edward W. 
Sparrow’ hospital. May 19, 1930, 
sharing her babies with the world, 


even if it’s only for four hours’ 
school a day, is proving a sharp 
experience. She fears that school 
somehow may separate them from 
each other and from their fam¬ 
ily. 

“I want them to look just dif¬ 
ferent enough so that Carl and 
I can tell them apart,” Mrs. 
.Morlok says. But she admits 
that her four perfectly normal 
and healthy daughters are de¬ 
veloping individual traits. She 
points out those differences to 
herself from day to day. 

When the children were born, 
nurses at the hospital labeled 
them A, B, C, D, in the order in 
which they arrived. Mrs. Morlok 
appended the initials to their first 
names. 

Edna A. has become the leader 
in all their games and lessons, 
Mrs. Morlok says. It is Sarah 
C. who is the mother to the other 
three, who comforts them when 
they cry, who acts as the bal¬ 
ance wheel and smooths out diffi¬ 
culties. 

Wilma B. is the comic charac¬ 
ter of the four, and from her flow 
most of the witty sayings which 
the family repeats. Helen D. is 
the sensitive one. 

Edna Likes Red 

“The most interesting thing 
about being the mother of quad¬ 
ruplets,” says Mrs. Morlok, "is 
watching to see what will hap¬ 
pen next between them.” 

Edna A. dictates the color 
scheme of the dresses the girls 
wear—and she prefers red. Wil¬ 
ma B. likes green, Helen D., blue, 
and Sarah C., orange. However, 
the girls refuse to dress differ¬ 
ently, or to wear different shoes, 
or to leave the house without all 
going at once. 


They are agreeable to having 
tooth brushes in different shades 
and carrying handkerchiefs with 
differing patterns, but that ends 
the concessions to differences in 
outward appearances. 

If one of the quadruplets wears 
a hole in her stocking and needs 
a new pair, the other three want 
new ones, too. If one has a cold, 
all seem to catch it. If one plays 
outdoors, all must play with her. 

A Sensation at School 

Their entr nee to kindergar¬ 
ten was a near-sensation. Little 
playmates squeezed to sit between 
or beside them and followed the 
quadruplets about the grounds 
while at play, The quadruplets 
had been trained to read the al¬ 
phabet and print it before going 
to school. Since each wishes to 
be like the others, a keen sense 
of competition develops when one 
learns a new thing before the oth¬ 
ers. 

The children have never had a 
serious illness, or a serious injury, 
although Helen D. spent a few 
days in an “incubator” after her 
birth.

MARIN COUNTY 

Created Feb. 18, 1850. One of 
the original 27 counties of the 
state, it derived its name from 
Chief Marin, of the Ltcatiut tribe 
of Indians. In 1815, a military 
expedition of the Spanish proceed¬ 
ed to explore the country north of 
the bay of San Francisco. This 
action aroused the ire of the Lica- 
tuit tribe and a desperate engage¬ 
ment was fought in the valley now 
known as Petaluma valley. Chief 
Marin led the forces of the Indians 
with wonderful strategy and brav¬ 
ery. At the same time, his sub¬ 
chief Quentin gave battle to a 
second division of the Spanish 
army at the point which still bears 
his name, Punta de la Quentin. In 
1824 the chief was captured, but 
escaped, locating on a small island 
in San Francisco bay. Later he 
again was captured and sentenced 
to death. Priests of San Rafael 
Mission saved him and converted 
him to their faith. He died in the 
mission in 1834. 

This county, known as “Marvel¬ 
ous Marin,” is.a lovely portion of 
the Redwood Empire and one of 
the most picturesque counties in 
California. With its woods and 
hills, gardens and trees, surround¬ 
ed on three sides by the Pacific 
ocean and San Francisco and San 
Pablo bays, Marin is a land of 
beautiful homes. Almost in its 
center stands Mount Tamalpais at 
the base of which are the world 
famous Muir Woods, named in 
honor of John Muir, the naturalist. 
In this great grove of redwoods 
are trees ranging in age from 500 
to 300 years. The tribe naming 
Mount Tamalpais is a matter of 
controversy. Some insist it was 
the Lacatuits, while the Smithson¬ 
ian Institute has given its choice 
to the name "Hookoekos.” Some 
believe the name came from the 
Nicasio tribe, but whatever the 
tribal name, it generally is con¬ 
ceded that the Indians called their 
land "Tamal” — the word from 
which is derived Mount Tamalpais 
and Tomales Bay. 

In 1579, Sir Francis Drake en¬ 
tered the harbor now known as 
Drake’s Bay, visible from Tamal¬ 
pais, where he made repairs to his 
Ye Golden Hinde and obtained pro¬ 
visions. 

Marin is one of the counties 
leading in the production of farm 
and dairy products. General farm¬ 
ing and cultivation of orchards 
are carried on although the agri¬ 
cultural area is limited. Popula¬ 
tion 41,648. Area: 529 square 
miles.

“First, to carry out the declared 
policy of congress to maintain and 
increase the gains thus far made, 
thereby avoiding the danger of a 
slump back into the conditions 
brought about by our national ne¬ 
glect of agriculture. 

"Second, to broaden present ad¬ 
justment operations so as to give 
farmers increasing incentives for 
conservation and efficient use of 
the nation's soil resources."

Police Department Starts 
Cub Den Movement for Boys 
Between Ages of 9 and 11

What promises to be one of 
the greatest movements of its 
kind ever attempted in Santa Ana 
was launched today when Chief 
of Police Floyd How’ard announced 
the organization of a Cub Den 
for boys between the ages nine 
and 11. The group will be under 
the direct supervision of the Santa 
Ana police department and will 
have a membership of at. least 
90. Officer Hunter Leach, who 
has had wide experience in boys 
work, will act as cub master. 

Chief Howard has appointed 
Officers George Boyd, W. H. 
Heard and J. B Stephenson to a 
committee which will have the 
general supervision of the group. 
The first lesson in cubbing. "I am 
my own policeman/' will be the 
basis of a program of instruction. 
The youngsters will be taught the 
rules of safety, how to become 
self reliant, courtesy, and the rules 
of playing the game on the square. 
Chief Howard said. 

The cubs will be divided into 
groups of 12. At the head of 
each group will be an older boy 
who has volunteered his services 


, for a term of at least six months. 
The group leaders will be selected 
from the former junior police or¬ 
ganization. and will be thoroughly 
trained in group leadership. They 
will be known as den leaders, and 
will be under the supervision of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

A distinct type of uniform will 
be worn by the cubs. They will 
all be clad in blue trousers and 
shirts, and will wear blue over¬ 
seas caps. Each boy will be is¬ 
sued a purple neck scarf with a 
gold emblem resembling the police 
badge. A similar emblem will be 
on the cap, Chief Howard said. 

The first meeting of the group 
will be held in the Spurgeon 
elementary school on the night of 
Oct. 31. As soon as the new city 
hall is completed, meetings will 
be held in the police gymnasium 
and squad room, Chief Howard 
said. Membership in the organiza¬ 
tion will be based on deportment, 
attendance and efficiency in school 
work. Applicants for membership 
may obtain further information by 
communicating with Chief Howard 
or any member of the committee 
in charge.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 25.—The ] 
question of how far the state po¬ 
lice power extends into the price- 
fixing- field is expected to be de¬ 
cided at a hearing in the superior 
court here next Tuesday.

Pending the hearing, Judge Em¬ 
mett Wilson granted a restrain¬ 
ing order on application of the 
law upon the Carnation company 
of California. Other milk distri¬ 
butors in the state are said to 
be complying with the provisions, 
awaiting the outcome of the court 
action. 

Started by Milk Wars 

Designed along NRA principles, 
the act is expected to go the 
route of appeal for. final decision, 
thus setting guide-lines for price¬ 
fixing possibilities in other in¬ 
dustries. 

The outgrowth of extensive milk 
wars throughout the state, the bill 
was signed last July 6 by Gov. 
Frank Merriam, henceforth for¬ 
bidding the sale of milk by pro¬ 
ducers and distributors to the con¬ 
sumer at prices lower than those 
of the prevailing market. 

It is the contention of the suing 
concern that this measure is un¬ 
constitutional — first, because it 
prevents lawful competition; sec¬ 
ond, because it discriminates in 
favor of the retail grocer, who 
may sell at any price; and third, 
because it is indefinite in that 
it does not specify just how the 
"prevailing price" is determined. 

Right of Contract 

The company also raises the 
contention that its right of con¬ 
tract is impaired by the act. 
Threatened with prosecution for 
the asserted violation, the com¬ 
pany pictures itself as in danger 
of jeopardizing an investment of 
$750,000, according to C. J. Harri¬ 
son, company attorney. 


In effect, the case pits retail 
stores against home delivery milk¬ 
men. 

“When the differential between 
the store and home price exceeds 
two cents,” declared Mr. Harrison, 
"the housewife is going to take 
advantage of lower prices regard¬ 
less of the inconvenience.” He 
contended that the state does not 
restrain price cutting on the part 
of the retail stores and asserted 
the legislation under dispute was 
an undue advantage to chain- 
store systems. 

Prevailing Price 

As pointed out by Wilson B. 
Woodbum, district supervisor of 
the state division of market en¬ 
forcement, the act sets the “pre¬ 
vailing price” at the figure being 
used for sale of 51 per cent of 
the milk in "such marketing or 
sales area for similar purposes.” 

The act provides for a state 
director to determine the addi¬ 
tional rules, of which designation 
of such marketing or sales areas 
is one. As yet none has been 
outlined, and Mr. Woodbum stated 
he assumed Los Angeles county 
to be such an area for purposes 
of the dispute. 

Declared Unlawful 

Further, trade practices de¬ 
clared unlawful include: 

1. The payment or allowance of 
rebates or unearned discounts to 
any customer whether in the form 
of money or otherwise. 

2. The extension to any pur¬ 
chaser of a special price or priv¬ 
ilege not extended to all pur¬ 
chasers upon like term and con¬ 
ditions. 

3. Any discriminations between 
wholesale customers or service as 
to prices or any discrinmation be¬ 
tween different sections, commu¬ 
nities, or cities in the same sales 
or marketing area or portion 
thereof, after making allowance 
for differences, if any, in cost 
and actual cost of transportation 
from the point of processing or 
manufacture.

"Germany has invited two out¬ 
standing Jewish athletes—Helene 
Mayer, the fencer, and Gretel 
Bergmann, the high jumper — to 
participate on German Olympic 
teams. Whether or not they ac¬ 
cept the invitation does not mat¬ 
ter. Germany has done her part 
by inviting them, in good faith. 
That ought to answer any charges 
of discrimination.” 

In Berlin, Dr. Lewald, in reply 
to Mahoney's charges, said: 
“Every Jew and every German 
Catholic has exactly the same 
chance and right to compete for 
places on our 1936 Olympic teams 
as any athlete of another confes¬ 
sion." 

He denied that he was being 
used as a "screen" and said there 
were about the Jewish athletes 
training in German Olympic 
camps, adding: 

"For all of them the possibility 
of participating in the Olympics 
exists, depending upon their per¬ 
formance.” 

In defense of Nazi athletic poli¬ 
cies, Dr. Lewald insisted that no 
candidate for German Olympic 
teams had been asked about his or 
her religion. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22 .UP) — 
Brigadier General Charles H. 
Sherrill, American member of the 
international Olympic committee, 
holds out the possibility that 
American athletes may resent at¬ 
tempts by Jews to thwart Ameri¬ 
cans’ chances of competing in the 
Olympic games, causing anti- 
Semitic trouble here. 

Returning from a seven weeks 
stay in Germany yesterday, he 
said: 

"You've got 500,000 athletes in 
this country preparing to try for 
the Olympic games and a trip to 
Germany. 

"Now then, if these athletes 
suddenly realize that about five 
million Jews out of the approxi¬ 
mately 120 million people in this 
country are attempting or have 
succeeded in depriving them of 
their opportunity, we are almost 
certain to have anti - Semitic 
trouble that will last for many 
years.” 

The general, a former Yale 
sprinter, took issue with Jeremiah 
T. Mahoney of New York, presi¬ 
dent of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States, who 
had suggested -that Dr. Theodore 
Lewald, president of the German 
Olympic committee, resign. 

Mahoney said Dr. Lewald was

WATERED MILK 

A NGRY farmers are dumping into Illinois ditches 
milk which might save many a Chicago baby from 
rickets. 

They have been getting 3.8 cents a quart gross while 
Chicago distributors have been charging consumers 11 
cents and up. The farmers are striking for 5.4 cents. 

There are sections in which the farmer gets even less 
than the protested Chicago price and the consumer pays 
even more than 11 cents. 

The milk puzzle is national iij scope and the problem 
is how to give the farmer a fair price and not bleed the 
consumer for one of the most essential foods. 

One of the major evils is overcapitalization. 

In one major milk market, a producer-distributor co¬ 
operative, with a capitalization of $150,000, does a larger 
gross business than a competitor with a capital structure 
swollen to nearly a million dollars. 

Obviously much of the latter’s stock is water. To 
make dividends on this set-up it is necessary to chisel both 
the producer and the consumer, which is exactly what is 
happening. 

Attempts of the federal government to regulate the 
Industry have met a serious obstacle in this condition. 
How can the problem be solved? Apparently only by the 
voluntary overhauling of the big distributors. 

This will not come about without competition from 
a competitor with a healthy capital structure. And one 
possibility here is the growth of cooperative producing 
and distributing systems, farmer-owned and farmer- 
operated. 

With good management they could force the big dis¬ 
tributors to squeeze the water out of their capital struc¬ 
tures and so restore the industry to a sound marketing 

basis.
